CIVIC SUICIDE 


Calgary, it would seem, has 
finally decided to stretch forth no 
hand to reach the outfitting trade 
for the Clondike. Such at least 
would be the impression gathered 
from reading the record of the last 
meeting of the City Council. Af- 
ter six weeks deluy that Council 
has at length concluded that so far 
as they are concerned no aid shall 
be extended towards those who 
are trying to advertise the Cal- 
gery acd Edmonton overland 
routs te the Yukon. To suppose 
that in so doing they express the 
wishes of those who elected them 
to the present positions is to 
libel the citizens of this town as a 
community of fossilized fools. 

From the most impartial judges, 
from men who know the rival 
routes, from the testimony of 
parties who have already to a con- 
siderable extent proved the prac- 
ticability of the Calgary route, trom 
Government surveyors and from 
old-time pioneers comes the unani- 
mous testimony that right at our 
very door lies the cheapest, short- 
est, and in evory way exsiest high- 
way to the great gold fields of the 
future, the almost infinite resour- 
ces of the Yukon country. With- 
out a tithe of tne prospects which 
are ous other cities have put 
forth similar claims, and with all 
imaginable speed have, as commu 
nities, tanctioned extensive boom- 
ing of their respective claims. In 
this hubbub of rival advertising 
Calgary alone, as a community, 
remains silent. A hundred thou- 
sand pilgrims atleast, we are told, 
will start from England next 
spring for Clondike. But Calgary 
will silently watch them stream 
into rival cities. Thousands upon 
thousands in the United States 
are laying plans and seeking in- 
formation regarding the roads to 
the Yukon gold fields. We have 
no word to say to them. From 
north and south and east and west 
come the signs of a gold fever such 
as has scarcely been known before 
in the history of the continent, 
And we who stand at the gateway 
of the great overland route to 
these gold fields continue, with an 
apathy which is almost miracul- 
ous, to ignore utterly the craving 
for information concerning our 
claims, to the existence of which 
every mail adds fresh testimony. 

Almost laughable in its narrow- 
mindedness as this policy of in- 
action may appear,it becomes piti- 
able, as the drivelling nonsense of 
a dotard, when there is taken into 
account the motive which, with- 


out doubt, accuated the — indi- 
viduals in question, <A petty per- 
sonal grudge! poor, mean, 


childish idea of retaliation ! Such 
is the cause which is to deprive 
Calgary (at least as far as the ab- 
sence of cooperative action can 
fepeive it) of the boom for which 
it has been so long and so wearily 
waiting. 

In the coming muoaicipal elec- 
tions it should be shown that the 
regime of village politicians has 
lasted long enough and that we 
shall hereafter have in the Council 
men with at least some idea of the 
importance, not only to Calgary 
but to the whole of Alberta, of 
making known farand wide the 
claims of the city as an outfitting 
point for the thousands of pilgrims 
who will start next spring for the 
Yukon gold fields,

PRIVATE VS, PUBLIC 
OWNERSHIP OF BULLS 


The question has been mooted 
whether in place of the present 
system of private ownership of 
bulls it would not be better to 
adopt the rule followed in a 
number of districts south of here, 
and allow the stock associations to 
become the propristors. Such is 
the proposition advanced in the 
report of a Mi eg committee 
to which we have already hac 
occasion to refer. The first, and 
perhaps the only serious objection 
fies in the fact that a class existe 
which, if only out of “pure 
cussedness” would stand apart 
from the association. And as it 
would be impossible to prevent 
such persons from reaping an 
equal benefit from the purchase of 
the bulls with those who had con- 
tributed thereto there would be a 
strong tendency on their part to 
rely entirely for their calf crop on 
the animals belonging to the 
association, It may be urged, in 
answer tothis objection, that there 
is nothing in the present system to 
prevent such conduct, and that, as 
a matter of tact, there are a 
number of ranchers who will not, 
and cannot be made to, purchase 
or breed bulls, preferring rather 
to rely on their neighbor's animals, 
Of advantages accruing from the 
ownership by the stock associ- 

the 


ations of _ bulls of their 
respective districts there are 
many. And not the least would 


be the benefit received by the 
rancher of limited means. Often 
he is too poor, and his bunch is too 
small for it to pay him to buy a 
first class bull. But under the 
system advocated by the Wyo- 
ming committes he would, by 
paying a fee proportionate to the 
number of female cattle, be able 


to secure the benefit of the 
association, as far as regards 
the service of their bulls, 


And there is no doubt that there 
would thus be destroyed one of the 
chief causes of the state of things 
referred to above. 

Then again, Under present con- 
ditions, A having bought, at great 
expense, a high grade bull may yet 
find a large number of his cows in 
calf to B's bull, while B, whose bull 
is perhaps a worthless scrub, 
rejoices in the fact that most of 
his calves are from A's bull, This 
is all very well for B but it is 
certainly not fair to A, and tends 
to discourage the importation of 
first class animals, Of course there 
are a number of ranchers, who, 
having bought good bulls take 
care to retain the sole use of them. 
but the watchfulness necessary, 
and the riding incurred in so 
doing only serves to emphasize 
the awkwardness of the present 
arrangement, 

Moreover, by combining for the 
purchase of bulls and thus elimin- 
ating the middleman, who at 
present often stands between the 
stockman and the exporter, the 
farmer would be able to secure the 
animals at smaller cost. For, by 
buying in large numbers, it is 
obvious that the association would 
be in a position to make better 
terms both with the eastern 
exporters and with the railway 
company than the _ individual 
stockman could ever do, 

One objection remains in the 
almost inborn individualism and 
antagonism to co-operation which 
exists among western stockmen, 
and which 1s indeed the backbone 
of western sentiment. This being 
modified, as in time it must be, 
there is nothing to prevent the 
adoption of a scheme which, as is 
shown by the example of our 
neighbors, contains nothing that 
is really impracticable.

VEERING WITH THE WIND 


Ottawa Citizen: Mr. Fielding ia 
being congratulated upon the 
statement made by him in an 
interview with the London 
Chronicle to the effect that the 
Canadian tariff was practically 
“settled,” and that there would be 
no more tariff tinkering. There 
tight be slight modifications and 
a slow progress in the future 
towards a lower scale, but sub-

formerly. At the viilage otf 
Arthur, in North Wellington, on 
september 17, 1895, Mr. Laurier 
said: “It was claimed that pro- 
tection was a benefit to Canada, 
but it was the bane and the curse 
of the eountry.” Again: “Sir 
John Thompson at Montreal said 
that the tariff would be reformed, 
but that they would keep to the 
principle of protection. This,’ 
Mr, Laurier went on to say, ‘was 
no reform whatever. The system 
was wrong from top to bottom. 
~ +» » » + The Liberals are 
opposed to this system. They 


d!declare it to be a fraud and a 


robbery upon the people of 
Canada. The goal of the Liberal 
party is freedom of trade such as 
exists on the other side of the 
water in the Motherland.” These 
principles were laid down in most 
emphatic language by Mr. Laurier 
at Arthur village but two short 
years ago. They were enuciated 
in reply to a Liberal address 
which said among other things 
“there was no longer any hope 
that the Conservative government 
would make any honest effort to 
remove that monstrous apparition, 
the protective tariff. We believe 
with you (Laurier) that protection 
is highly immoral, in fact we put 
it stronger and sav that it is 
neither more or less than legalized 
robbery.”

FALSE ECONOMY 


Those who have read the news- 
papers during the last two weeks 
cannot have failed ta have been 
impressed with one fact brought 
out by therobbery of the Napanee 
branch of the Dominion Bank. 
clever burglary was perpetrated 
whereby the bank is loser to no 
smallextent. Young Ponton was 
put on trial and honorably acquit- 
ted, nothing having been proven 
against him, 


When a few years ago a teller in 
one «of the banks in Ontario rob- 
bed the bank of a large sum, dur 
ing the trialit was brought to 
light that the clerk was receiving 
an absurdly small salary, some- 
thing under $40 a month. That 
fact, however, was no excuse for 
his defalcation. The court in this 
case found itself justified in round- 
ly censuring the bank in allowing 
a clerk with so many temptations 
for easy plunder in his way to 
assume so responsible a post at so 
small remuneration. In this re- 
cent case, although the guilty 
party has not been found, the 
same state of affairs, inthe way of 
inadequate salary, is brought to 
light, Surely this is false econ- 
omy, There are a hundred and 
one waysin which a teller espe- 
cially, should he yield to tempta- 
tions, can make to himself tempor- 
ary loans for months at a time 
without much fear of detection, 
until the fatal day arrives on 
which he intended to replace the 
misappropriated fund«, but finds 
he cannot. Only those who are 
conversant with bank routine and 
methods can know the many loon- 
holes for dishonesty. Our hanks 
have a most thorough method of 
working, and each bank is care- 
fully watched and guarded by 
means of its frequent inspections, 
ete), and the chance of dishonesty 
is minimised, but the rules laid 
down are not always closely 
enough adhered to. It is in the 
interest of the shareholders of 
every bank that the work be most 
thorough and complete, Our 
banks are governed by laws based 
on the experience of our ablest 
financiers, combined with legal 
advice. and known under the name 
of the Bank act. 


Would it not be in the interest 
of all concerned, banks and share- 
holders, to have a clause inserted

MORE GOLD BARS 


“HANK” RESUSCITATED IN AN 
ONTARIO TOWN 


A Simcoe Man Rune Up Agsinst a Gold 
Brick Artist and Comes Out $57 
Ahead of the Deal--An Old Story 
Retold--Bars vs. Soverein. 


A wild west man from Arizona, a 
fabulously rich gold mine, a conven- 
ient bush, two gold bricks, a brace and 
bit, an Indian, a handy assayer and an 
offer to sell the golden bricks at an 
alarming sacrifice. Does anyone ree- 
ognize them? To the police and the 
press they are dear old friends, that 
bob up serenely at interyals to disturb 
some weaithy citizen’s serenity and 
endeavor to deplete hia bank account. 
All these ingtedients form the com. 
povent parts of a gold brick narrative, 
whose events happened at Simcoe, in 
and near St, Catharine's and at Ham- 
ilton. One of Simcoe’s well known 
residents is 8S. M. Soverein, and he is 
one of the central characters of the 
gold-edged sketch. Ono ‘Thursday 
evening Mr. Soverein was visited by a 
dark-complexioned man of about forty 
years old,who gave the name of Henry 
Fatler, from tne distant territory of 
Arizona, 

Faller further confided the informa- 
tion that he possessed a big gold mine, 
and ashe once knew a man named 
Soyerein he, in remembrance of the 
old days when they played poker 
together, would take the greatest 
delight in presenting to the Simece 
Soverein a share 1n his gold mine. 

Mr. Soverein made no_ particular 
objection to having something of the 
nature of aUWlondike claim gracefully 
toseed at him, and the Arizona man, 
toshow he was in deadly earnest, 
placed in Mr, Soverein’s hands $50, in 
cold, crisp cash, This was still more 
satisfactory to Mr. Soverein,and when 
the gold mine owner added that. he 
would pay his expenses to St. Oathar- 
ines so that they could inspect two 
sample bricks of gold from the famous 
mine, Mr. Soverein’s cup of joy was 
simply running over. According tu 
agreement, the two went to St. Cath- 
arines, but it was not there that the 
bricks could be seen, It wasn't safe 
for so much wealth to be kept in St. 
Kits; it was carefully guarded in the 
woods a few miles from the city. 
Would Mr. Soverein accompany him 
to see what he had to offer in the gold 
brick line? Yes, be would, 

And so it happened that ashort time 
afterwards Mr. Soverein and the Ari- 
zonian were to be seen wending their 
way toa piece of bush. They were 
met by aman who conveyed the im- 
pression he was an Indian, In some 
unknown tongue Fuller ordered the 
red man to produce, and, behold,there 
were placed before the astonished gaze 
of Mr. Soverein two gold bricks; at 
least they looked like gold, each six- 
teen mches by four inches and two 
inches thick, The Saw Bill bricks was 
dwarfs in comparison.

The scales, acids and etcet- 
ras used for that purpose were put in 
operation, and it gave Mr. Wood the 
greatest possible pleasure to say that 
the dust was the purest gold, 

Everything being so delightfully 
lovely, Fuller sprung a gentle request 
on Mr. Soverein that he would give 
him enough money to send the Indian 
agent back to his western home, 
Fuller was not ready to talk abont 
selling the bricks, and Soverein said 
that he had a friend in Hamilton who 
would advance the requisite cash, 
Finally the two came to this 
town and put upatthe St. Nicholas, 
Mr. Soverein, of course, was on to the 
stranger's game, and while the latter 
was in the lavatory he slipped out to 
a city jeweller to have the dust tested, 
Vvhen he returned to the hotel Fuller 
had vanished, Finding Soverein gone 
the Arizona man scented a rodent in 
the vicinity and made himself scarce. 

Then it was that Mr, Soverein made 
known the facts to Chief Smith. He 
teleshoned Chief Cummings, at St, 
Catharines, to arrest the alieged assay- 
erat the Welland house, but it was 
found that Mr. Wood with the gold 
spectacles had been gone some time, 
What became of the Indian bas not 
been reported; he bas probably stert- 
ed on toot for his distant home.

our municipal elections, it wonid 


seem almost unnecessary to point 
out to the ratepayers the necessity 


of electing as strong a council as 
can possibly be got together at the 
present time. For it must be 
admitted that although a great 
many ot the heaviest taxpayers of 
the city are ever reudy to ad- 
versely criticize the action of the 
members of the council, yet as an 
almost general rule, sone of the 
men who contribute most to the 
city taxes can be prevailed upon 
to run for office. The year 1898 
will ba a very important onein the 
history of the city. The contract 
with the Waterworks Company 
will terminate in 1809, but upon 
the shoulders of the council for 
next year will devolve the duty of 
making such arrangements with 
the company as will enable the 
city and the citizens to use the 
company’s water, or to provide a 
waterworks system to be owned 
and controlled by the citizens for 
their own benefit. Incidental to 
the water question is that of the 
sewetage. At the present rate of 
charge for water many citizens are 
unable to connect their houses 
with the sewers, who would be 
only too glad to do so under more 
favorable circumstances. 

Another question which must 
in all probability engage the 
attention of next year's council is 
the securing beyond the possibility 
of a doubt the establishment at 
Calgary of C. P. R. workshops. 
Unless some steps are taken by the 
city in the near future it 1s not at 
all unlikely that we may be caught 
napping. A representative of THE 
HERALD recently had an interview 
with a prominent official of the 
C. P. R. in which the removal of 
the workshops to Calgary was 
discussed, Incidentally, the 
official stated that’ while Medicine 
Hat was making every effort to 
secure the workshops thera, 
Calga.y had_as yet made no move 
whatever. It is no exaggeration 
to say that unless Calgary moves 
energetically and immediately in 
this matter, the opportunity now 
offered may be lost for ever. 

Another matter that should 
engage the attention of the city 
council is the question of a route 
tothe Yukon by way of Calgary 
and Edmonton, Golden, Donald, 
Revelstoke, Ashcroft, ot to speak 
of points on the Pacific coast are 
advocating their respective routes 
with every influence that can be 
brought to bear. - The fact cannot 
be denied that Calgary has not 
taken her proper position in the 
adyocacy of the Calgary-Edmon- 
tonroute, but has been content as 
was indeed suggested by a city 
alderman to let Edmonton do the 
work in the hope of our getting 
some benefit from it, THE 
HerRALD may be pardoned for 
saying that the only honest 
endeavor to make Calgary known 
as a desirable outfitting head- 
quarters for the Yukon, has been 
the phenomenally — successful 
special Clondike edition issued 
from this office, which has 
attracted the attention of tens of 
thousands of persons in England, 
America and elsewhere, It is now 
fairly well established that the 
route from Calgary is the most 
feasible all Canadian route to the

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ASSEMBLY 


PREMIER BRINGS DOWN THREE 
MONTHS’ ESTIMATES 


SOME NEW ORDINANCES 


Supplementary Estimates Passed—The 
Premier Makes a Few Explanations 
—New Bills Summarised. 


{(From Our Own Reporter), 


Rerowwa, November 3,--The North 
Wost Territorial Assembly met again 
today, Speaker Beits presiding. 

D. Mowat gave notice of motion for 
a return showing the dates and cost of 
the visits of members of the Executive 
to Ottawa on public business, 

PRELIME{NARY ESTIMATES 

Premier Haultain (Macleod) in mov- 
ing that the House go into committee 
ot supply explained why he asked 
the House to consider estimates 

at the present stage of the session, 
The financial year ended in August 
last. Since then no susply had been 
asked for, Provision had been made 
for carrying ou the necessary work of 
the Government by an order-in-coun- 
cil, That was not a desirable way of 
sanctioning expenditure, but was one 
to which recourse had to be had when 
no vote had been made. He had, 
therefore, brought down these sapple- 
mentuwy estimates for the carrying 
out of the ordinary work of the Terri- 
tovies. Some of the items had already 
been paid under the order-in-counci, 
ior instance, the salaries for Septem 
ber. Since September no salaries had 
been paid and no expenditures made, 
Some of the items, such as fuel, light, 
etc,,were not for the three months but 
foran obvious convenience were forthe 
whole year, He tight say farther 
that every one of the items in the eati- 
mates would of course have to be con- 
sidered again when the meain supply 
bill was brought down, The next items 
in the estimates were the salaries of 
the Territorial auditor, the chief 
engineer and of an additional clerk in 
the Public Works. He would refer to 
only one other item, viz., the special 
amount of S150 to the widow and 
family of the late Justice Macleod, 
being three months of our annual 
granc of $600. The House had passed 
a memorial to the Dominion Govern- 
ment asking that it should make the 
provision, The Assembly believed it 
was the duty of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment so to provide, bot in the 
meantime the Assembly stepped in 
and made a provision that was neces- 
sary. loregard to ths new council 
underthe new Act,it was proposed only 
to have the same numberas formed the 
late Executive committee, yiz., two, 
and at the same salary, 

The House then went into commit- 
tee of supply, S. S. Page (Canuington) 
deputy speaker in the chair, On the 
item $500 for Liquor License Ordin- 
ance Administration 

D. Maloney (St. Albert) asked if it 
inciuded the salary of the license 
inspector for Edmonton who had gone 
to the Clondike. (Laughter, 

McCauley (Edmonton) asked it there 
were now a license inspector at Ed- 
monton, 

Mr, Haultain replied that license 
inspectors were not appointed by the 
flouse but hy the licensing commis- 
sioners and be could not answer tiie 
question off hand, 

The item was then passed, as were 
all the others, and the House resumed, 
THE NEW SYSTEM 

Preimier Haultain woved the second 
reading of a bill respecting the public 
services of the Territories. He said 
the measure was rendered pecessary 
by the new system of Goverrhnent on 
which they had entered, Some orga- 
nization had become — necessary, 
and that bill proyided the 
organization, It referred to 
all the employees of the Territorial 
government whether engaged in the 
offices or outside of them, It did not 
however include the clerk of the Legis- 
lative Assembly and the auditor, who 
were appointed under the provisions 

of the Treasury Department ordinance, 
The principle feature of the bill was 
that each department was under a re- 
sponsible head, 1b was under the per- 
sonal supervision of & member of the 
Council, responsible to the House and 
to the country. Then again anyone 
seeking employment under the ‘Ter- 
ritorial Government must underge a 
period of probation before he or she 
could be finally appointed, Then the 
salaries of the different officials would 
be within the full control of the 
House. 

The bill was read a second time, 
LOCAL ELECTION LAW, 

Premier Haultain then moved the 
second reading of a bill to amend and 
consolidate as amended the laws re- 
tating to elections, The hon, member 
said the election law of the Territories 
Was the most original and the most 
effective they had on their statute 
books, It secured t! + absolute secrecy 
of the ballot and it dispensed wit 
voters’ lists. He had therefore very 
few amendments to propose to the ex 
isting law, In future the writs would 
be isened by the Executive Council, 
and be proposed to shorten the a ony 
whichhe under stood those endured 
who who experienced a contested elec: 
tion (laughter) by shortening the 
period from the issue of the writ to 
the nominations trom three weeks to 
twoweeks, (Hear, hear.) Then again 
the colored pencils that were used in 
the secrecy of the ballot room might 
be taken away by a voter or at any 
rate those pencils representung the 
candidates such «a voter did not. wish 
to see returned, It was therefore pro- 
posed that the pencils should be in| *
